Mr. Chairman  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  ANNUAL 
REPORT  on  the  Health  and  Ganitary  Administration  and  Housing  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1937* 

Tbe  Population  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as 
3842,  a  decrease  of  75  persons  from  last  year's  estimate. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  9*37  per  1000  population,  shovv^s  a  docrease 
of  1.6  per  1000,  as  compared  v;ith  last  year,  and  of  a  1/2  vath 
the  year  previous.  The  Birth  rate  for  England  &  Allies  is  14.9 
for  1937. 

The  Death  Rate  os  15*55  1000  population  is  .85  per  1000 

higher  than  last  year,  but  not  quite  as  high  as  the  15*9  rate  for 
1935*  The  Death  Rate  for  England  &  Wales  is  12.4  for  1937* 

V/e  have  therefore  fewer  babies  born  and  more  people  dying 
than  last  year. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  high  this  year  via:.  Ill  per 
1000  live  births  as  compared  with  23*25  for  the  last  tv;o  years. 

None  of  these  infants  v/ere  illegitimate.  This  high  rate  has  not 
the  same  significance  in  Withornsea,  a  small  District  with  a  low 
birth  rate,  as  it  would  have  in  a  large  town,  for  in  the  former 
area,  an  additional  death  increases  the  rate  enormously,  owing 
to  the  small  number  upon  w-hich  the  calculiition  is  made.  The  rate 
for  England  &  Wales  this  year  is  58,  and  was  59  in  1935*  Turning 
to  the  other  side  of  the  picture,  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  re¬ 
port,  as  for  last  year,  that  no  Mother  died  in  or  as  the  result 
of  childbirth  :  that  no  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  ;  and 
that  there  were  no  deaths  from  Ediaemic  Disease. 

Infectious  Disease  Notification.  Six  cases  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease  were  reported.  This  is  the  lov/est  number 
notified  for  the  past  twenty  years  and  easily  a  record  for  V/ithern¬ 
sea  as  far  ns  can  be  ascertained. 

Infectious  Disease  Prevention.  In  consequence  of  an  out¬ 
break  of  Diphtheria  in  an  adjacent  District,  from  where  many 
children  attended  the  V/ithernsen  School,  the  Council  approved  of 
can  Immunisation  Scheme  free  to  all  children  betv/een  the  ages  of 
two  and  sixteen,  and  to  those  attending  School,  About  460 
Withernsca  children  received  their  first  immunising  injection. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  80/j  of  all  children  took  advantage 
of  the  Scheme,  and  although  figures  are  not  yet  available,  it  is 
hoped  that  over  95/^  these  will  shov;  a  positive  iromunity  as 
the  result  of  the  concluding  Schick  Test  which  is  an  essential 
part  of  the  Scheme.

There  are  no  industries  connected  vdth  the  Town.  Withernsea  serves 
as  a  residential  area  for  the  neighbouring  Tovm  of  Hull,  and  also  as 
a  holiday  resort  for  the  Midlands.  Its  bracing  East  Coast  air  acts 
as  a  tonic  and  as  a  sharp  contrast  to  the  more  enervating  climate  of 
the  V/est  Coast. 

Rateable  Value.  The  rateable  value  of  the  District  is  £24754,  arid  '  * 
a  penny  rate  produces  £91.11,11.  The  general  rate  for  1957/58  is 
12/6  in  the  pound. 


VITAL  statistics. ' 

There  are  approximately  4^-  persons  to  the  acre  in  the  Urban 
District.  There  are  no  overcrowded  areas,  and  there  are  several^' 
open  spaces  which  are  not  built  upon,  a  Golf  Course  and  Tennis  Courts. 
There  are  about  I5OO  houses  in  the  District  of  which  approximately 
1450  are  occupied. 

Birth  rate.  The  number  of  live-births  registered  were  56  as  compared 
w'ith  45  last  year,  a  decrease  of  7*  Last  year,  a  gain  of  4  was 
noted.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  or  the  ^natural  increase’  of 
population  wt.s  in  fact  a  decrease  and  has  continued  for  some  years.

In  1957 >  4  infants  died,  2  male  and  2  female,  all  legitimate, 
giving  a  mortality  rate  of  111  per  1000  live  births  as  compared 
with  1  and  2^.25  rospcctively  for  the  last  two  years.  The  rate  for 
England  &  Wales  is  58.  The  r.verage  rate  for  the  Urban  Districts  of 
the  East  Riding  for  the  last  ten  years  is  59* 

Prevalence  and  control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases,  under 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act. 


The  number  of  deaths  due  to  the  seven  principal  epidemic  diseases 
viz.  Small  pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough, 
Typhoid  Fever  and  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  v/as  one,  giving  a  death  rate 
of  0.26  per  1000  population  -  one  male  of  3  months  dying  in  May 
from  Gastro-enteritis .

Small  Pox  and  Enteric  Fever.  No  cases  were  notified  in  1957* 

The  last  cases  of  these  dread  dideases  notified,  were  three  cases 
of  Small  Pox  in  1924  and  2  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  in  1925. 

Scarlet  Fever.  2  cases  v;ere  notified  as  compared  with  5  cases  last 
year.  Both  were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria.  2  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  three  cases  last 
year.  One  of  these  cases  occurred  in  a  non-resident,  a  patient  at  the 
Convalescent  Home.

Tuberculosis  During  1957 >  7  nev  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  noti¬ 
fied,  5  pulmonary  (all  Female)  and  2  non-pulmoncvry(one  male  and  one 
female),  as  compared  v/ith  7  cases  (all  Pulmonary)  in  195^  and  7 
cases  in  1Q55*  The  5 , P^ilcionary  cases  were  all  females  -  4  were 
betv;een  tlie  ages  of  28  and  i»e.  80/^ 

There  were  5  deaths.  4  were  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis(2  male 
and  2  female)  and  one  male  to  Hon-Pulmonary  disease. 

The  total  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  was  1.3  par  1000  population 
and  8.7/j  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  Tuberculosis.

SANITi^RY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT . 

WATER  SUPPLY.  Since  February  1916,  the  public  water  supply  has  been 
obtained  under  Contract  from  the  Kingston-upon-Hull  Corporation. 

The  water  is  brought  in  pipes  to  a  Water  Tower  situated  about  2% 
miles  outside  the  District  a.nd  is  thence  distributed  by  gravity 
throughout  the  District.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in 
qualify  and  quantity.  The  total  amount  of  water  supplied  during 
the  year  was  38^430,000  gallons. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION.  15  earth  closets  have  been  converted  to 
the  v/ater  carriage  system  during  the  year,  leaving  50  unconverted. 
There  are,  however,  I98  earth  closets  connected  with  various  Camps 
in  the  District. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  NIGHTSOIL.  774  loads  of 
house  refuse  and  134^-  loads  of  shop  refuse  weighing  1195  tons, 

5  cwtSc  1  qr.  and  I50  tons,  12  cwts  respectively  v>fere  collected 
by  the  two-ton  Bedford  covered  jilotor  Vehicle,  and  dealt  with  at  the 
I;)ciriorr  tor  Station,  and  22  tons,  1  cwt.  3  qrs.  20  lbs.  of  baled 
tins,  3  tonsr  6  cwt.  3  qrs.  of  light  scrap,  1  cwt.  3  qrs.  20  lbs. 
of  aluminium  and  1  cwt.  5  qrs.  6  lbs.  of  brass  v^ere  sold. 
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The  nightsoil  from  the  houses  end  camps  v;as  collected  in  a  ta.nk 
.■f:^tt9d  into  the  liotor  vehicle  and  deposited  outside  the  Urban 
D: strict  on  a  farm. 

b\”livIMING  BATHS*  The  Council  possesses  an  Open  Air  S\.ii.iming  Bath 
vTm.ch  is  filled  with  sea  water  as  required  and  treated  with 
’Chloros’.  There  are  no  privately  owned  Swumming  Baths  or  Pools 
in  the  Urban  Ares . 

BliADICATION  OF  BED  BUG8.  One  house,  privately  ovvned,  was  disinfested 
of  bod  bugs.  The  method  adopted  was  by  the  removal  of  the  skirting 
boards  and  spraying  the  walls  and  crevises  with  an  insecticide  spray,
